Narcissus  may  now  be  had  in  an  almost  unbelievable  array  of  styles,  colors,  and  forms,  and  may  be 
used  as  cut  flowers  for  display  or  for  naturalizing.  For  the  convenience  of  those  who  wish  certain  styles 
or  shapes,  we  have  divided  our  unparalleled  list  into  eleven  different  classes,  running  from  the  large 
trumpets  down  to  the  dainty  little  flowers  with  only  an  eye  for  contrast.

The  lovely  pure  white  blooms  are  arranged  in  clusters  of 
from  six  to  twelve  on  each  stem.  Unexcelled  for  winter 
blooming  in  the  house.  Paper  White  Narcissus  are  grown 
indoors  more  easily  than  any  other  flower,  which  accounts 
for  their  universal  popularity.
